The low pay of. school teachers, 
one of the main phases to the finan- 
cial problem of the schools, wag out- 
lined in detail before the supervisors. 
There were many examples of the 
situation and Prof. M. B. Hill, head 
of the Chaffey Union High School, 
one of the leading educators of 
Southern California, said that unless 
the situation was met the Calfornia 
school system would be wrecked 
within three years. Teachers are 
drawing less salary than persons 
with far less education, he declared.

Fifty-Cent Increase ~ 

The schools are asking for en in- 
crease of from 40 to 60 cents for 
the elementary schools and from 29 
to 60 cents for the high schools. 
This would mean a combined county 
school rate of $1 as against 69 
cents, an increase of 31 cents, 

Reduced to tax figures this means 
an increase tax of $3.10 on property 
worth $3000 and assessed at $1000. 

The 50-cent rate will not meet the 
requirements of the elementary 
schools, it was declared This ie the 
legal limit. The law, however, per- 
mits use of high school funds for 
the seventh and eighth G@rades,- and 
it may be that something can be 
spared from the full limit of 50-cont 
higk school levy for the seventh 
and eighth grades. 

The people of the county are awake 
to the situation confronting the 
schools, the delegation assured the 
board of supervisors. 

The supervisors were bombarded 
with incidents demonstrating the 
low Wage of teachers. 

At Needles a 14-year-old boy lett 
school and became a call boy for 
the Santa Fe at a higher rate of 
pay than his former teacher re- 
ceived. 

Few Graduating 

Professor Hill said that the nor- 
mal schools and universities were 
graduating fewer teachers atid said 
last year's class at Stantord gradu- 
ated only one teacher of chemistry 
and science. 

Mrs. Stanley declared teachers are 
soing into other lines where they 
can get more money, In Los An-

school expenditures has been rec- 
ommended. Mrs. Stanley said thet 
the proposed raise here would only 
partially relieve the situation tn the 
county schools where teachers are 
paid from $720 to $1200 per annum. 

Redlands seemed to be tn better 
condition than any other part of 
the county, largely because of the 
big assessed valuation there. On- 
tarlo faces a big shortage of teach- 
ers, it was said, unless salaries were 
raised Chino reported the same 
situation, In Covina, in Los Ab- 
geles county, the teachers are draw- 
ing $1400, while Chino is paying $900 
and Ontario from $900 to $1060 in 
the elementary schools. ; 

The desert school districts are in 
particularly bad shape, because of the 
withdrawal of raflroad property from 
local taxation.

_-Considerable inquiry having been made regarding the finances 
of our city, and also as to the necessity of the proposed increase of 25 
cents in the tax rate for next year, I wish®to make a general statement 
on these subjects. 

‘The assessed valuation of the city is about $1,800,000. Our tax | 
rate has been $1 .0O on each $100 assessment, which produces about 
$18,000 per year. All the general expenses of the city have to be met 
and paid from this fund. A-féw years ago this amount was ample 
for our ordinary requirements, but as every one knows, expenses in_- 
every business have advanced very materially, and city expenses are 


no exception to the rule. ee 
We are compelled to pay much higher salaries and wages; we 


| 
ance on our employees; we have to extend our lighting system from | 
time to time as the needs of our people require. We are getting more | 
miles of improved streets each year, which the city has to keep in re- 
pair, and the old saying that “one stitch in time saves nine” certainly 
applies to street repairs; it must be done when needed or it will cost 
many times as much later on. 

I might say that the following officers have had no increase in 
their salaries: trustees, treasurer, recorder, attorney, health officer
